DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/29/2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's submission of 03/29/2010 has been entered. 

Claims 1-7, 12-43, 47-59, 61-72, 74-79, 82-104, and 108-126 are allowed in view 
of applicant's comments. 

Of the 112 allowed claims, Claims 1, 2, 13, 15, 16, 17, 19, 22, 28, 30, 33, 35, 47, 
48, 74, and 123-126 (a total of 20 claims) are independent. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance

(5,918,213) neither anticipates nor renders obvious the cited combination of terms. 

The closest non-patent literature, previously cited Tice, neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the cited combination of terms
